Shooting Affray in Oregon. 


Portianp, August 14.—News has 
just been received here ef a terrible 
homicide at Umatilla. Following are 
the particulars: A desperate charac- 
ter named John Knott, the two 
Brasfield boys and another person 
had been drinking freely during the 
afternoon, and at 5 o’clock got into a 
quarrel, Knott stepped into the 
saloon, followed by the three men. 


Words passed, when at it they went. 
Knott being a powerful man soon laid 


the trio out with sledge hammer blows. 
Davis Brasfield regained his feet, and 
going across the street to where his 
horse was tied, secured his revolver 
and renewed the attack. Being quite 
drunk his aim was wild, and two 
shots that he fired as he approached 
Knott went wide of the mark. A 
friend of Knott’s handed him a pistol, 
which he at once raised and fired. 
The ball struck Brasfield about the 
left nipple and reached his heart. 
The wounded man turned and ran 
across the street, falling into the arms 
of Lieutenant Hutton, and with the 
exclamation ‘‘I am shot,” immediately 
expired. Knott then mounted his 
horse and left town. A posse of men 
went in search and succeeded in cap- 
turing him about twelve miles in the 
country. He was taken to jail to 
await examination.

Rates on Certain Freights. 


New York, August 15.—The Tn- 
bune says: The settlement of rates 
on California freights, to be charged 
hereafter by the Union Pacific road, 
has been left to General Freight Agent 
Vining, of the Union Pacific, and 
General Freight Agent Stubbs, of the 
Central Pacific, both of whom are 
now at San Francisco. A director of 
the Union Pacific road said yesterday: 
“The circular advancing freight rates 
to California on first-class goods from 
$6 to $12, was issued to prevent a cer- 
tain class of San Francisco merchants 
from taking undue advantage of the 
railroad companies by shipping silks 
and other fine gocds in cases marked 
domestics, and to avoid accommodat- 
ing at low rates another class of mer- 
chants, who do most of their business 
by ship and steamer, only patronizing 
the railroads when compelled to do so. 
Since the circular was issued, our 
agents have entered into a large num- 
ber of annual contracts for all freight 
to be shipped by the leading houses in 
Sar Francisco and New York at satis- 
factory rates. We have made con- 
tracts with two large New York firms, 
which will pay us at least $250,000 a 
year on freight account, and they re- 
ceive rates below the old $6 schedule. 
where long time credits are made at 
either end of the continent, the Union 
Pacific company does not pretend to 
demand increased rates.”

Many 
dared, not’ speak their minds or act 
themselves for fear of the venom of 
the slanderer. For considerations, the 
last question on earth he proposed to 
ask was: What wil! Mrs. Grundy 
say? The way to treat such people 
was to give the devils plenty of rope 
and see them hang themselves. It 
was tlie well-filled fruit trees that bad 
boys stoned, not those that bore none. 
Take your enemies as evidence of your 
sterling worth.

An exchange says that the fight be- 
tween Wren and Connor in Eureka is 
becoming very bitter. The Wren 
men say Connor is not’ a resident of 
the State, that he employed Chinamen 
in Humboldt, and is in sympathy with 
monopolists. ‘The Connor men on the 
other hand allege that Wren is in high 
favor with the Central Pacific rail- 
road, that the railroad people will 
make a moneyed fight for him, and 
that he is against the Texas Pacific 
railroad and other measures demanded 
by this coast and opposed only by the 
Central Pacific company. Connor is 
impecunious, but has C. C. Wallace 
for manager. Wren is groomed by 
P. P. Canavan. The battle ‘transpires 
September 7th, and will have an im- 
portant effect upon the State canvass. 

The most remarkable crime has 
been reserved for Sacramento. A. 
M. Tullis, a wealthy fruit grower on 
Grand Island, has been murdered and 
the evidence points unmistakably to 
to Troy Dye, Public Administrator of 
Sacramento county, as the murderer.

AUSTIN'S GALAMITY. 


A Cloudburst Devastates the Town. 


The Water Ten Feet Deep in the 
Main Street. 


Most of the Business Houses 
Washed Away. 


One Life Lost—Exciting Scenes—Raging 
Torrents Roaring Through the 
Streets— Eureka also Gets a Benefit. 


[Special to the Evening Gazette. | 


Austin, Nev., August 16. 

Austin has again been devastated 
by a terrible calamity in the shape of 
a cloud-burst. Last Wednesday the 
clouds began to gather, and that night 
there was a light shower of rain. Yes- 
terday during the day the clouds 
gathered thickly, the atmosphere was 
close and sultry, the fears of the peo- 
ple were aroused, and such prepara- 
tions as could be made in the shape of 
barriers were got in readiness for an 
emergency. At twenty minutes to 
4 in the afternoon, a heavy rain ac- 
companied by hail commenced pour- 
ing down Cedar street, which forms 
the water-shed of the hill, lying on 
the north of town. Main street is the 
bed of the canyon and i3 the water- 
shed for a large area of hills. Gradually 
the water began to cover the surface 
of Main street, and in a few moments 
the bed of the street was 

A RAGING TORRENT, 
running a river from three to ten feet 
in depth. Destruction marked every 
step of the torrent’s path. The Rev- 
eille office, a one-story brick, was the 
first building to go. Then followed 
sidewalks, porches, awnings, merchan- 
dise, cattle, wagons, wood, timber, and 
fragments of small buildings. The 
sight was a frightful one to, behold, 
and struck consternation to every 
heart. Fortunately the residence por- 
tion of the town is situated on the 
hills at the side of the main canyon, 
and most of the women and children 
were out of danger, and such as were 
not, hurried to a place of safety. 
A MAN DROWNED. 


One man named Sparnum was wash- 
ed out of the Philadelphia brewery at 
the lower end of town and later in the 
evening his body was found over a 
mile below, stripped naked. A freight 
teamster unloading his wagon in 
front of Gage, Curtis & Co’s store suc 


ceeded in getting out his mules, but | 


the flood caught his wagon, one of the 
large wagons called prarie schooner’s, 
and carried him down. By next to a 
miracle the man caught in an eddy in 
a wide spot after being thrown from 
the wagon and he escaped with slight 
injuries. Your reporter saw a man 
have a very narrow escape. In the 
early stage of the flood he ran into the 
stream to catch a bale of. goods and 
was caught by the rush of water and 
carried down about 200 yards 
against a fence, which he caught hold 
of and saved himself. It is impossi- 
ble at this time to give 
THE AMOUNT OF DAMAGE 

or the details concerning it. Suffice 
it to say that there is not a business 
man or house in town that is not 
more or less injured. The total loss 
will approximate fully $100,000. This 
description but poorly pictures or de- 
scribed the calamity with which this 
town has been visited, but it can not 
be more complete. Owing to the 
difficulty in getting around in the 
mud and muck of the torn up streets 
the telegraph operator has his office on 
a box in the street, and your reporter’s 
desk isin the telegraph office. Ow- 
ing to the flood being confined 
to the business portion of the town, 
no families are rendered destitute or 
homeless, but the visitation is a sad 
blow to the business and prosperity of 
Austin. To-day is bright and pieasant. 


A Flood at Eureka. 
Eureka, August 16. 

A cloud burst occurred here to-day. 
Very little damage was done owing to 
the big ditch which carried off most 
of the water. Several cellars were 
flooded. No lives were lost. Great 
excitement prevailed, as the disastrous 
and fatal floods of previous years are 
yet fresh in the minds of the people.

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 
assed at the Eighth Sessien of the Legis- 
ature: 

Resotvep, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitutien of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Article XVIII, and 
which shall be as follows: 

ArTicLe XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofize holding shall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the United States, by reason 
of his coler or previeus conditien of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877. 

Reso_vep, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
amended by adding to said Article Eleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which shall read as 
follews: 

Secrion 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever, State, county er mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
